Sparks From Mark 

We are still in the process of wanting to hire a 
person to coordinate Faith Formation/Religious 
Education for our parish community. This person 
would replace Brenda Czmowski who has decided 
to go back to teaching full-time. We are also 
looking for a person to coordinate Youth Ministry, 
which was held by Pat Roe, who went back to 
school to persue a degree in Theology. Both 
Brenda and Pat would be willing to visit with if 
you are interested or would like to know more 
about the positions and what the jobs entail. 


I know there was some confusion when I put in the 
bulletin that we were looking for a person with a 
degree in Theology or Religious Education, which 
would exclude a lot of people who might be 
interested in either of these positions or possibly 
both, which could be combined into a full-time 
position. This is not the case, I would be willing to 
interview those people who are interested and do 
not have a degree in Theology or Religious 
Education. 

Before I left for my retreat, I listed these two 
positions on a number of Catholic Colleges and 
University web sites as a way to broaden our 
search, thinking perhaps there would be someone 
who just finished school and might be interested in 
a position in faith formation/youth ministry. I told 
Teresa in a hurry, as I was leaving for the retreat, 
to put in our bulletin the same information that 
went out on the web sites, which again would 
exclude a number of people who might be 
interested in one of these positions in our parish. It 
was not by intention to exclude the search but only 
to broaden it. 

So again, one does not need to have a degree in 
Theology or Religious Education to apply for these 
positions. I hope this helps to clarify the mix up. 
Also please keep in your prayers that the Lord will 
send us the right person to fill these positions in 
our parish.
